It is a rare treat to hear Kobert Bonner 


talk about the trotting horse—rare in the 
sense that he is most unwilling to talk on 
this, his most favorite subject, unless he is 
quite sure he has an appreciative listener, 
and rare, above all, iu that such a talk is 
in itself a liberal education on the subject. 
His knowledge is made up of proven facts, 
the.scientific, deductions of the keenest, 
closest observations, and what he knows 
about his familiar hobby, the horse's foot, 
would be invaluable to the intelligent 
trot ting-horse men of the country, if he 
could be Induced to make his knowledge 
general. Of the fulness of it he sometimes 
gives to favored friends, and I jknow of 
one man, one of the big stock-raisers of 
the East, who says he wouldn't take $10,- 
000 for the things he has learned from Mr. 
Bonner; and I know of another man, the 
most successful the country has known- in 
developing and driving young trotters, 
who values the counsel and advice Mr. 
Bonner has given him even higher than 
that, sajfs the Jlitler aiul Driver's pleasing 
lady contributor, Elizabeth A. Tompkins. 
"If a horse has a tenderBmouth," said 


he, "the best bit to use is the easiest bit, 
the one that will induce him to offer the 
least resistance. The same kind of bit 
cannot be used on all horses, any more 
than the same kind of hat can be worn by 
all men. The bit must be adapted to the 
mouth. Dexter, for instance, had a very 
tender mouth, and only the softest kind 
of a bit could be used on him. I had one 
specially made for him, a plain snaffle 
covered with bacon rind, thut he always 
went well in. 
With Sunol I use a leather- 


covered bit. Other horses, again, don't 
like that sort of a bit, and go better in a 
bar bit, or plain steel bit. When I had 
Peerless she was always used with a plain 
bar bit. By mistake a leather-covered bit 
was put Into her mouth one dav. I didn't 
know it. We took her over" to the old 
Fashion track to speed her, and after 
working her the driver cape to me and 
said: 'I don't know what's the matter 
with the mare. She won't trot a bit to- 
day.' 


•'I told him to give her another mile, 


and he did, but came to me after it was 
finished and said: 'She's not herself to- 
day, Mr. Bonner.' She made a mile In 
2.32, and as that was nothing for her I 
thought I'd drive her myself and see if I 
could find oat what was the trouble. I 
did, and could only get her to make It In 
2.21. Something, I felt sure. Then the 
groom called attention to her mouth, 
which was bleeding, and we discovered 
she had a leather-covered bit in her mouth, 
and that was the cause of her poor work. 
It didn't suit her and she couldn't trot 
with it. 


"Maud S. needs quite n severe bit. 


When she has a severe bit in her mouth 
she doesen't catch hold,' while If she has 
a snaffle she does." 


-"Why is It," I asked Mr. Bonuer, "that 


the same horse will trot steady with one 
driver and break with another?" 
"You've heard of the painter who was 


asked how he mixed his colors, and what 
his answer was: 
'With brains.' Well, 


that's how a man must drive—with brains. 
A horse's head and feet must be nicely 
balanced to produce the best results, and 
it lies to a large extent with whoever does 
the shoeing and driving. Now, even a 
poor driver couldn't make Sunol break 
round a turn. 
Why, because she has a 


tendency to throw her off hind foot out. 
Maud S. on the contrary, sets hers inside 
the off front foot In striding. Consequent- 
ly the two mares need different handling. 
You've seen a boat go round a turn? As 
the boat swings round it causes the stern 
to swing out. The same principle applies 
to a horse. Now, to balance Snnol per- 
fectly round a turn her head must be held 
out—you must pnll on the right line, and 
that throws her Into the correct trotting 
position—while with Maud S. her head 
must be held In, you must pnll on the 
left line, and that brings her square on 
her feet In the correct trotting position." 


To a man who comprehends the wonder- 


ful niceties of driving a trotter, and the 
difficulty of keeping him on his feet, this 
little explanation must needs make quite 
a rift in the clouds of obscurity that hover 
over the sport. 
. Mr. Bonner, as everyone who kno<s 
anything about trotting horses Is aware 
has made a study of the horse's foot, and 
and when a famous trotter Is lame, or 
"goes wrong" In his feet In anv way, his 
advice la more eagerly sought than that of 
the most skilful and diplomaed (if I may. 
coin a word)1 veterinarian who ever sent - 
In a bilL Every work on the horse's foot 
that he has ever heard of he has-read— 
more to find out what the other fellows 
know, and to see for himself by experi- 
ment and investigation, if they are right, 
than to Imbibe their Ideas. 
A friend of 
his laughingly gays that U a book on the 
horse's foot was published In Kamschatka 
and Mr. Bonner couldn't get a copy in any 
other way* he would send an agent up 
after one. 
Both the trotters, holding 
world records, that he has owned, came 
Into his possession suffering from lame- 
ness, and he himself has cored them and 
upheld his theory at the same time. Maud
